Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent No. 
5,245,231, issued to Kocis et al. 

Kocis discloses a variable delay circuit (Fig. 1), comprising: 

a first delay circuit having a plurality of first delay stages (122-1, . . .,122-N) receiving an 
input signal (INPUT) at the initial stage 122-1; 
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a second delay circuit having a plurality of second delay stages (112-1,. . .,1 12-N) 
identical to the first stages (column 2, lines 52-53) receiving a first timing signal 
(CALIBRATION CLOCK) at the initial stage 1 12-1; 

a detecting circuit (flip-flops 1 14-1, . .., 1 14-N) receiving the delayed timing signals from 
the second delay stages and detecting the transition edges of the delayed timing signals (using 
flip-flops as shown); and 

a selecting circuit (NAND gates 124-1, .. ., 124-N and gate 126) for selecting a delayed 
signal (OUTPUT) from the plurality of delayed input signals.
